In cha pters xiv a nd xv the power of 
God Is seen in Sa mson in his sla ying a 
lion, in his killing 1,000 men with the 
ja wbone of a n a ss, in his ca rrying off 
the city ga tes a nd wa lking a wa y with 
the wea v er’s bea m fa stened to his 
locks, etc, 
God’s ca re of him is seen 
In IIis bringing wa ter from the dry 
bone for him when he wa s thirsty a nd 
In other wa ys. He could not ha v e been 
n grea t ma n physica lly, else people 
would not ha v e wondered wherein his 
grea t strength la y, but he wa s a Na za ­ 
rite (xiii, 5), for a n expla na tion of 
which see Num. v i. but he wa s a Na za ­ 
rite whose sepa ra tion ha d been defiled 
find his da ys lost (Num. v i, 12). 
One 
pa rt of the cha stening for this wa s to 
« ha v e the hea d, a nd this his enemies 
did for him.

Isra el wa s in the ha nds of her ene­ 
mies, ov ercome by them beca use of 
ber sin, during the da ys of these judges 
w a s thne not counted by God, a nd this 
•expla ins one of the seeming discrep­ 
a ncies of Scripture. 
Iu I Kings, v i, 1, 
w e rea d tha t from the exodus to the 
fourth yea r of Solomon wa s 480 yea rs, 
while in Acts xiii, 18-22, It Is ea sily 
seen to be 573 jea rs (40+450+40+40-1-3), 
si discrepa ncy of ninety-three yea rs. 
How interesting it is tha t we find just 
these yea rs lost by Isra el a s a na tion 
w h ile oppressed by their enemies! The 
a ccord of the yea rs of their oppressions 
Is in iii, 8, 14; iv , 3; v i, 1; xiii, 1, a nd 
The 
figures

w hich, subtra cted from 573, giv es 4S0,

There is a nother oppression 
eighteen yea rs mentioned in J udg.

!fined to the ea st of J orda n. 
Ma y the 
Lord deliv er us from a ll Delila hs a nd 
from wa sting or misusing H is time or 
ta lents or opportunities! 
Beca use of Sa mson’s sin see the 
Philistines rejoicing in their idol Da - 
gon a nd worshiping it. 
Tha t is the 
dev il, for a ll idol worship is of the 
dev il (I Cor. x, 20). 
W hen children of 
God conform to this world they giv e 
grea t occa sion to the enemy to bla s­ 
pheme. 
How humilia ting to see such a one 
a s Sa mson ma king sport for the Fhilis- 
rtines, yet there a re toda y professing 
■Christia ns so blinded tha t they think 
It a ll right to ma ke sport for or a muse 
the world’s people a nd. In fa ct, often 
do it to obta in money for wha t they 
-ca ll the Lord’s work! 
If we a re true 
Na za rites we will desire tha t God ma y 
be glorified in us, whether by life or 
dea th (Phil. !, 20), but we will a lso seek 
to keep ourselv es unspotted from the 
world (J a s. i, 27).

America n dictiona ries it is defined in 
v a rious pha ses, but undoubtedly one 
of the finest of these definitions i3 
tha t ‘‘gra titude is a wa rm a nd friend­ 
ly feeling towa rd a benefa ctor.” 
And 
when we rea lize tha t the benefa ctor Is 
God a nd tha t His benefa ctions ca nnot 
be numbered for multitude a nd ca nnot 
be comprehended beca use of their v a ri­ 
ety a nd extent it is ea sy to see tha t 
there is no limit to “ wa rmth a nd friend­ 
ly feeling” which we should exercise 
towa rd men. 
No one ca n comprehend 
the depth of gra titude tha t we owe to 
God. 
Milton could only define it a s 
“ the depth immense of a n endless gra t­ 
itude” —a depth immense a nd eterna l, 
endless gra titude. 
Who ca n compre­ 
hend it, a nd who ca n meet a il its re­ 
quirements? 
Who ca n render unto 
God a ll tha t should be rendered of 
gra titude a nd lov e unto Him for a ll 
His benefits? 
Wha t ha v e we tha t we ha v e not re­ 
ceiv ed from God? We liv e, a nd life is 
a gift from Him. 
“ He ha th ma de us 
a nd not we ourselv es; we a re the sheep 
of His pa sture.” 
Ha v e we hea lth, 
home, ha ppiness? 
Ail these a re from 
God. Ha v e we wea lth? It comes from 
Him. 
“ The ea rth is the Lord’s a nd 
the fullness thereof.” 
“ The gold is 
mine, the silv er is mine, sa ith the 
Lord.” 
Ev ery tempora l blessing a nd 
hope comes from God. But these ev en 
a re sma ll in compa rison to our spirit­ 
ua l blessings. 
Wha t endless gra titude 
Is due to God for redemption a nd sa l­ 
v a tion through the dea th of His Son 
J esus Christ! How much we owe Him 
when w e consider the priv ileges a nd 
joys of the Christia n life a nd for the 
hope—yea , a ssura nce—of eterna l life 
in hea v en! 
Well ma y we sa y with the 
psa lmist, “ I will pra ise the Lord with 
my whole hea rt.” 
Let us pla ce the 
empha sis upon the pronoun “ I” a nd t# 
limit of our ca pa bilities be gra teful t# 
our God for a ll H is benefits. 
Gra titude is bea utiful. 
Wha t more 
bea utiful tha n a gra teful, 
tha nkful 
hea rt, expressing its feeling in a de­ 
v oted, consecra ted life for God! 
The 
bea uty of gra titude is strikingly seen 
in contra sting it with its opposite, In­ 
gra titude. 
Wha t Is ba ser tha n in­ 
gra titude! 
The world scorns the ma n 
who a ccepts kind deeds from others 
a nd then turns a wa y with untha nkful­ 
ness a nd ingra titude. 
Yet how ma ny 
such there a re, a nd especia lly towa rd 
God. 
Men ta ke God’s gifts, yet forget 
the Giv er. 
It should not be so. 
Gra ti­ 
tude, sincere a nd honest, should rise 
to God a s a sweet incense from nII our 
hea rts a nd liv e for a ll ILis goodness. 
There is a lso utility iu gra titude. Ap­ 
precia ted gifts a nd blessings Inspire 
others. 
Gra titude should inspire us to 
do more for others. As we think of some 
kind a ct of a nother for us or a ll God’s 
blessings to us we should show our 
gra tefulness by doing wha t we ca n 
for those to whom we ca n be a bene­ 
fa ctor a nd a b lessin g .

No featu re of the projected cru ise of 
the Atlantic fleet to the Pacific is more 
interesting than the annou nced inten­ 
tion of sending the arm ada throu gh 
the w aters of the 
Magellan strait, 
says the New York Times. The call­ 
ing of this winding w aterw ay a strait 
is regarded by those m ariners who 
have made their tortu ou s way throu gh 
its intricate passages as one of the 
grimm est jokes in the nomenclatu re 
of geography. 
Bleak l>eyond descrip­ 
tion and sinister as the pit itself, the 
region is one of wildest grandeu r, the 
channel 
in places winding throu gh 
canyons whose towering cliff-like walls 
afford as pictu resqu e a view as any 
ever seen in Switzerland. 
W ith less able navigators and less 
competent seamen the nation might 
feel some apprehension in knowing 
th at the vastly greater part of its en­ 
tire naval force is to thread its way 
throu gh a channel which is ever en­ 
compassed with the many dangers of 
shoal mid snow and gale and fog. Bu t 
the cou ntry need feel no u neasiness 
on that score. 
Bear Admiral Evans, 
who 
is 
to 
lead the great arm ada 
throu gh in his flagship Connecticu t, is 
not only one of the most skillfu l of 
seamen, bu t he is fam iliar with the 
rou te, having traversed it before, the 
last time being when he hu rried the 
Yorktown throu gh the strait, hasten­ 
ing to the su pport of the Baltimore, 
which was then at Valparaiso, with 
part of her crew m u rdered by Chilean 
mobs and the nations on the verge of 
war. 
In those intensely interesting rem ­ 
iniscences, which he compiled u nder 
the title of “A Sailor’s Log” (copy­ 
righted by D. Appleton & Co.), Rear 
Admiral Evans gives a graphic ac­ 
cou nt of his voyage throu gh the strait. 
“Nearing Cape Virgin,” the admiral, 
then a commander, wrote in his log, 
“ we fou nd a magnificent great iron 
ship sm ashed to pieces and tu rned 
upon her beam ends. 
It was a pa in­ 
ful sight as we came by—some poor 
fellow, no doubt running in a gale and 
thick weather, 
and 200 yards 
more 
would have taken him clear. 
“ At early daylight again u nder way 
standing for Sandy point, where I an­ 
chored at 4 p. in.. thorou ghly worn ou t 
aud nearly frozen to death by a gale 
from su cli aw fu l snow clad m ou ntains 
that I was nearly congealed and u nfit 
for work, 1 cou ld see the great gla­ 
ciers forty miles away glinting in the 
sun. 
O u r recent ru n throu gh the trop­ 
ics had u nfitted u s for this sort of 
weather, and ou r su ffering was very 
considerable. 
I remained at Sandy 
point from su ndown one day u ntil 3 
a. m. of the next, when I again drove 
ahead a t 33 knots speed. 
“The scenery was grand beyond any­ 
thing I bad ever seen, bu t it was fear­ 
fu lly cold and blowing su ch a howling 
gale th at I cou ld not enjoy it as I 
wou ld have if I had not been com­ 
pelled to face it all the time. 
T h at 
night we fou nd an anchorage in a snu g 
little hole in Sm yth’s channel and had 
a comfortable night, su rrou nded by 
su ch m ou ntains of snow and ice as 
Switzerland never dreamed of. 
Di­ 
rectly east of u s was a magnificent 
mou ntain, as large as all Switzerland, 
and a pu re, clean white to the very 
top, where the ou tline was as sharp 
as broken glass, and in the front, fac­ 
ing u s, a glacier thirty miles long. 
As 
the su n set the light on the blu e crys­ 
tal Ice was a sight to be remembered 
and the silence most deliciou s—one 
cou ld have cu t it with a knife it was 
so dense. 
“In the early morning—2 a. in., day­ 
light—we were u nder way and again 
driving nortli throu gh Sm yth’s chan­ 
nel, which was mu ch more beau tifu l 
than the Magellan strait. There was 
hardly a moment when we were ou t 
of sight of a glacier as we twisted 
and tu rned throu gh this tortu ou s chan­ 
nel, bu t alw ays the same biting, bitter 
cold. 
“Ou r second and last night in this 
inland sea we fou nd a most beau tifu l 
spot for the night, abou t sixty miles 
south of the English narrows, which 
are the terror of all navigators. When 
ou r anchor was down we cou ld ju st 
sw ing clear of the rocks, which rose 
1,6 00 to 3,000 feet straight u p and 
down all arou nd u s, with a magnifi­ 
cent w aterfall almost on ou r stern. It 
was as If we had been dropped into a 
well, only our su rrou ndings were per­ 
fect. 
“ At each of our stopping places the 
men landed aud put up our headboard, 
bearing the name of the ship, date, 
etc. This Is a custom that has alway s 
prev ailed, and some of the anchorages 
tin the strait of Magellan looked like 
grav ey ards. 
We found the Trenton’s 
ffnark at our place. 
I wish I could 
hav e had some photographs of the 
scenery , for no one can ev er compre­ 
hend the utter wildness and magnifi­ 
cence of it from mere description. 
“ From this last anchorage we got 
under way at 2 a. m. and before 7 
were approaching the narrows. As we 
came up it seemed impossible that a 
ship could get through. Indeed, there 
seemed no opening, the turns were so 
short, but she went through, running 
|13^ knots an hour, and it was a beau- 
jttful sight to see her do it. At least 


see mu ch of It myself, for I had taken 
charge, and my blood was ru shing so 
that I was warm for a few minu tes 
j anyhow. 
I remembered afterw ard th at 
every face—all the men were on deck 
—was tu rned to me. We were in the 
narrows scarcely six minu tes, and yet 
in that short time we bad made near­ 
ly two complete tu rns. 
“After we had passed the narrows 
it was all plain sailing, and by 4 in the 
afternoon we were ou t in the gu lf of 
Penas and the nasty Pacific was abou t 
u s.” 
The Atlantic fleet will pu t in at 
Pu nta Arenas, where it has been sched­ 
u led to stop for the pu rpose of renew ­ 
ing its coal su pply. The time set for 
the fleet’s passage throu gh the strait 
is the best of all, the period being the 
middle of the antarctic su mmer. 
The itinerary of the fleet provides 
for its departu re from Hampton Roads 
on Dec. 10. 
It is schedu led to arrive 
at Trinidad Dec. 24, at Rio de Janeiro 
Jan. 11, at Pu nta Arenas Jan. 31, at 
Callao Feb. 18 and at Magdalena bay 
March 14. 
At each of these ports the 
fleet will rem ain fcom five to eleven 
days.

Ho ld T ra n s m itte r to Ch est an d T a lk 
T h ro u g h Y o u r Ribs. 
It is not necessary to place one’s lips 
to the transm itter of a telephone to lie 
t heard at the other end of the wire, 
| says a St. Lou is special dispatch to the 
| New York Times. 
The sam e resu lts 
may lie obtained by placing the trans­ 
m itter firmly against the chest or, in 
fact, nearly every part of the body and 
speaking In a clear, natu ral tone. 
The new system w as discovered the 
other night by two you ng women of 
St. Lou is, one living in W estm inster 
place and the other in Del m ar bou le­ 
vard. 
If you have any dou bts, place the 
transm itter to you r chest and tell cen­ 
tral tbe nu m ber you want. 
This fact 
probably was not known to the tele­ 
phone experts when they prepared the 
.instru ctions for the u se of the con­ 
trivance. 
They advise you to stand 
close to the receiver. 
The chest system is su re to gain fa­ 
vor among those who have fear of con- 
I tra ding diseases from u sing the phone. 
The new way is sanitary, as there is 
; little chance of commu nicating germs 
from the transm itter to the lips or nos­ 
trils of the person u sing the telephone 
Moreover, it is nonfatigu ing and con­ 
venient, as one may carry a transm it­ 
ter abou t the room and talk while 
walking and switch it from place to 
place. 
Professor Calvin M. Woodward, a 
| scientist 
at 
W ashington 
u niversity, 
said that there was nothing su rprising 
abou t the principle involved in the 
chest system, althou gh he frankly ad- 
j mitted that it had never occu rred to 
him or any one else before to test its 
practicability. 
“The sou nd vibration in the lu ngs is 
; commu nicated 
to 
the 
transm itter 
i throu gh the chest instead of throu gh 
the lips and is then carried over the 
wire in the u su al way.” be said. 
The cjjest system is in accordance 
with the principle of the stethoscope. 
Following 
the 
pu blication of 
the 
story of the you ng women’s discovery 
in a m orning newspaper, the whole city 
of St. Lou is began ex fieri men ting to 
test the statement, and tbe exchange 
in St. Lou is spent the bu siest twelve 
hou rs in its history. 
Experiments showed th at conversa­ 
tion can be carried on with the trans­ 
m itter placed on even the top of the 
head or knee.

19 07 . was 1,335,453 
tons and that this 
constitu ted 77.62 per cent of the total 
tonnage, and that at least 
50 per cent 
of the coal fra file was interstate bu s­ 
iness. 
It is 
alle g e d that ou t of its 
4.500 gondola cars, the Sou thern In­ 
diana assigns only 
3,250 to its coal 
traffic and that the road is fu rnishing 
now not more than one-third of the 
cars needed for the coal traffic. 
Complaint is also made of the m eth­ 
od of allotting cars. 
To each mine 
is assigned thirteen times as many 
cars as are needed for daily loading. 
The cars are assigned for thirteen 
days and du ring the rem ainder of the 
m onths the mines m u st depend on th*» 
retu rn of the cars which have been 
sent ou t. 
The complainant asks the 
commission to make a basis of allot­ 
ting cars that will not be discrimina­ 
tive.
